ANY years ago I came across some 
small etchings by an artist whom I 
had never heard of before. 
His name was 
Frank Brangwyn, a British painter. 
From 
then on I studied and watched the career of 
this man. 
His great work centers about his 
paintings and murals, though his etchings 
are powerful and full of Brangwyn formula. 
Brangwyn was early advised to leave art 
I alone and try something else, but he paid no 
attention to such advice and kept producing 
sketches. He met Whistler, and others, who 
encouraged him. Some of his paintings were 
accepted for public exhibition but attracted 
little attention. However, late in life, he was 
elected into the Royal Academy. 
Probably 
his most noted murals are to be found in the 
panels which he did for Rockefeller Centre 
in New York City. 
The early years of the artist were those of 
struggle, poverty, and discouragement— yet 
he arose above them all and today his name 
is an honored one in art. 
It seems strange, 
in the face of this fact, that he should have 
said in a letter to a friend, when he was in 
his seventieth year, that he felt that his life 
had been a failure. 
Here is what he wrote: 
“I feel that it was given to me to do some­ 
thing. but that I have failed both as man and 
artist.” 
No real lover of fine, strong art, however, 
could say that of Brangwyn. It seems to me 
that he was a glorious success. 
It is a qual­ 
ity of greatness, however, that that one to 
whom it has been bequeathed, usually de­ 
preciates his own work and importance. 
When you think that you have failed in 
your life work— no matter at what stage it 
may be— bear this in mind: 
Most people, 
who have wrought greatly, look upon their 
life work as far from adequate, but this very 
attitude is the best evidence possible that 
they have done well. 
None of us ever 
achieves his ideal. 
But we all can work to 
that end! 
And that end shall be declared 
the measure of our success and our hap­ 
piness.

“SCHOOLMASTER OF YESTERDAY," by Millard 
Fillmore Kennedy and Alvin F. Harlow (W hittle­

O O M E IT M E this spate of books on rurul subjects 
has got to stop.

until "Schoolm aster of Y esterday” was published, and 
thankful also that the publisher decided not to call it

‘Schoolm aster of Y esterday’* is Die product of M il­ 
lard Fillm ore K ennedy and Alvin F Harlow, the la tte r 
doing the writing. 
It is not a literary m asterpiece, 
Mr. Harlow being a devotee of the cliche, but th e 
m aterial Is superb if not taken in too large doses.

formal rose garden. The huge lawn 
is shaded bv many trees. 
On Lincoln Heights the C. A. Bix- 
ler home is distinguished by a broad 
lawn sloping down to the creek. As 
a background there is a profusion of 
old-fashioned flowers. 
Across the road from the Bixler 
estate are the Livingston grounds; 
often considered the m ost beautiful­ 
ly landscaped in town. 
The large 
lawn with its bypaths, great trees, 
and a winding stream Is particularly 
note-worthy. 
Near the house is a 
formal flow'er garden. 
The most distinctive rock-gardens 
in New Oxford are owned by John 
Harsh and Joseph Pelty. 
Loughs are famous for their spring 
tulip garden and C urt Miller for 
his dahlias in the fall. 
Emmitsburg 
Among the largest and one of the 
most beautiful yards 
and 
flower 
gardens in the vicinity of Em m its­ 
burg is that owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles L. Sharrer whose brown 
j stucco bungalow trim m ed in white 
just east of town along the T aney­ 
town road, stands in the center of 
the spacious yard about IOO feet 
square. 
A two-foot retaining wall 
runs the length of the frontage along 
the highway, broken by a driveway 
close along the west side of the 
house and a trellis adorned entrance 
directly in front of the residence. A 
white picket fence borders the other 
three sides of the yard. 
From early spring until fall, 400 
varieties of flowers bloom each in 
its season. 
American beauty roses 
J entwine the front entrance trellis j 
! and along the retaining wall are I 
j high azaleamums and tulips. A row 
of Chinese elms follows alongside 
the driveway to the garage. 
Inside 
| the yard in rows along the back 
fence from the garage eastw ard are 
holyhocks, 
flox, dahlias, 
climbing 
roses and iris. Across this fence on 
j the outside is a large bed of dahlias. 
Along the east fence are spring iris, 
peonies, 
Shasta 
daisies, 
O riental 
poppies, flox, delphinium and h y ­ 
drangea and about the same a r ­ 
rangem ent on the west side. Chry- 
i santhem um s grow’ along tile east 
, end of the garage. 
In the rock 
garden built against the east half 
I of the south side of the garage are 
tulips, hyacinth, violets, hardy prim ­ 
rose. iris, jonquils, verbenas, hardy 
pink and sweet Williams and portul­ 
acas. A rose bed five feet wide and 
about 40 ft. long cuts acro&s the lawn 
from near the northeast corner of 
the screened porch to the east fence. 
Running parallel to the north fence 
the rose bed lies about fifteen feet 
from the border fence leaving a 
narrow lawn space in between. 
A walk-way breaks through the 
bed near the east end. Roses of all 
kinds are cultivated in the bed. 
In 
this section of the yard several trel­ 
lises support Dr. Van Fleet roses I 
and Paul Scarlet climbers 
Against 
the west side of the house is an arbor 
of clematis and Virginia '’reaper. 
Evergr»rons decorate the lawn in 'lie ' 
front of the residence. Overhead of 
the east and west • ide entrances to 
the screened porch are grape arbors, j 
A scenic flower garden, the result 
of the creative work of their soli, 
Carrol, lies in the rear of the resi- j 
hence of Mr and Mrs. Guy J Top­ 
per 
West Main street. 
Entering 
the garden, one makes two steps up I 
and immediately stands under a 
white coated arbor grown over with 
moon flowers and morning glory. 
Straight 
ahead 
extends 
a 
w?alk 
through the middle of the yard 
Flanking 
the entrance 
arbor 
on 
either side are narrow walls protec­ 
tive to the sloping yards. 
Against 
each wall, outside 
the 
m ain garden, lie small beds hemmed . 
with stones. Here thrive ferns, snake 
plants, w'ax plants, bagonias, sweet 
peas, elephant ears, lilies, geraniums, 
zinnias, dahlias and roses, And op­ 
posite. along each wall inside the 
garden are small plots with flowers 
and a bird bath overlooking the one 
to the left. 
A little farther in to 
the right a white oxheart cherry 
tree stands, not so high but offering 
lots of shade. 
Evenly spaced four or five short j 
pines run in a row the length of 
the garden on the left side 
Near 
the middle a roomy chair Is built 
in an arch with the sides and top 
enveloped in clematis. Hedge pines 
run the length of the back fence 
where there is also an archway for 
a rear exit. Near here on the right 
Is built of white Aln ta tone. a fire­ 
place and nearby are grapes growing j 
over the arbor. 
A variety of plants I

Trellises as well as supporting roses 
hold high a haven for the little 
wren. 
A number of townsfolk have been 
adm iring the cluster of scarlet .sage 
in the flower garden at the home 
of Mr and Mrs George S Eyster.

open lawn borders on the Main 
street. 
To the rear and set apart 
from the lawm by a white fence with 
the entrance archway in the m iddle,, 
is the garden. 
Stepping under the 
arch, an American beauty rambling 
rose climbing over one half of it I 


and white clematis over the other 
half, one Is attracted to the bright 
red sage arranged on a mound en ­ 
circled by tile rim of an old wagon 
wheel. Zinnias, chrysanthem um and 
mock orange grow along the fence. 
Arendtsville 
Among the better-known gardens 
and flower plots of the vicinity is 
th a t which surrounds the new home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Melvin W arren at 
the edge of town. Shrubbery and a 
border of mane different varieties 
of flowers, especially petunias, flank 
the entrance to the drivew ay. 
There are about ROO roses in the 
garden of Mr.

F 
Knouse. 
The large lawn is com­ 
paratively new. There Is a founda­ 
tion planting of pines in die front 
of the home while in the tear of 
the house Is the rose garden which 
is laid out Somewhat 
sim ilar to 
those at Hershey w ith sod paths 
between the beds, each bed con­ 
taining the same kind of rose. 
In the commercial garden of Mrs 
Edwin Bushev is a tree with what 
is believed to be the largest spread 
of ane in the county 
A branch has 
been drawn to the ground and has 
become rooted.
